If a mortgage should be given' after 
January 1, 1902, and agrement to pay 
all taxes on the real estate is • not 
made by the mortgagor, then the real 
estate Is to be assessed .at Its true 
value less the true value of the mort- 
gage, but If , a mortgage shall; have 
been executed prior to that date, and 
none since, upon the same parcel of 
real estate, It la to be asessed at Its 
true value without any 
reduction 


whatever on account of the mortgage, 
which also .Is to be assessed at*its

"In my judgement.lt Is not permis- 
sible, under the constitutional pro- 
vision quoted, either to tax mortgages 
executed prior to a certain date and 
to ex'empt those executed-after a cer- 
tain date,- or to tax real estate upon 
which a mortgage has been executed 
prior to a certain date without any 
reduction on account of the mortgage 
debt and to deduct from' the true val- 
ue of a similar property similarly sit- 
uated .the value of a mortgage exec- 
uted subsequently to such date in 
making assessments for certain pur- 
poses."
